Home to be Examined. 


There ia a loeil interest in the follow- 


ing dispatch from TreutonK. J., because 
Mra. Eyler is a former resident of Get- 
tysburg and her husband Clarence Eyler, 
graduated from Pennsylvania College ia 
1880: 
" Five inmates escasped from the State 


Home for Girls near this city last night 
and while they were soon raptured and 
returned the episode brought to light to- 
day the fact that the trustees have 
threatened to take summary action look 
ing toward the dismissal of Mrs. Myrtle 
B. Eyler, the superintendent, o£ the insti- 
tution. Three years ago it was charged, 
that the utmost harshness and cruelty 
were practised by Mrs. Eylec. Solitary 
confinement iri dungeons, sfcrait jackets 
andjsevere whippings, in which hired men 
participated were among the allegations. 


"Two investigations were made, but 


Mrs. Eyler was exonerated from the most 
serious charges. Soon, however, fiesh. 
stories began to crop out and it is sairl 
that Mrs. Eyler has been witrnea repeat- 
edly by the trustees to employ leas rigor- 
ous methods.

"1 received my quietus," he said, "on 


the second day of tbe Gettysburg light.

4 o'clock in the afternoon 1 was kneeiirg 
on one knee, all ready to take another 
shot, when all of a sadden I thought a 
hornet stung me. Weil, it was a hornet; 
but it was made of lead and came out of 
a confederate rifle. I soon found tuat 
out and reported to the rear in double 
quick order. I had open on the flghtmg 
line nearly the entire day a:id waa per- 
fectly fagged out. 


"Well, as I could show blood, I was 


passed on, and I swear that then I IXC 
as if I were on a vacation. I wanted a 
drink of good, cool water, for that re- 
maining iu my canteen was as hot as it 
it had been boiled, so I went on looking 
for a river, or a brook, or spring, or any 
place where 1 could quench my thirat. 
Soon 1 found one in a sort of a little 
grove. It was just bubbling, and gurgl- 
ing, and sparkling, and I thought it waa 
one of the prettiest sights 1 ever saw m 
my life.

fortunes, the vast combinations of cap- 
ital which have marked the development 
of our industrial svstem, create new con- 
ditions and necessitate <i change frum the 
old attit/Mlc uf Statt and nation towani 
property '' 


lie gav» tbe natives of the Badger 


state a goad si/eel dose of what lusud- 
mieistracion had done and is doing in 
tbe way of the regulation of trusts by 
injunction and then summed up the sit- 
uation by say iug: 


"The above Is a brief outline of the 
most important steps, legislative aud ad- 
ministrative, taken during the past 
eighteen months in the direct ion nf solv- 
ing, so far *8 at present seems practic- 
able by national legislation or adminis- 
tration to «olve, what we call the trust 
problem." 


All of which means that the trusts 


will not bs interfererd with during his 
administration either In a Srst or second 
term. They will be expected to put in 
the siaews of war for his election for a 
second term and then as their property 
he dare not go back upon them. 


The hope of the country for the solu- 


tion of the trust problem is with the 
Democracy. If it is to be solved it will 
be solved by that party or remain un- 
solved. As long aa Koosevelt is in power 
or any otber man who will yield al- 
legiance to the trusts, the latter will 
nourish like green bay trees or plum 
trees, which can shake aud be shaken.
